Since members of the National Evan- 
gelism Committee are full-time in pastoral 
or state overseer work, they can conduct 
only a very limited number of these meet- 
ings. However, it is our desire that state 
overseers conduct conferences of this na- 
ture in their own states. The Evangelism 
Committee will be pleased to help arrange 
a program or offer suggestions if desired.

HEN ONE READS these 

UL sve carefully, he ob- 
serves that they are chap- 

ters of instructions, decisions, com- 
mands, and promises. The minis- 
try of Jesus Christ is one of in- 
vitation, authority, and assurance. 
Remember, Jesus called them: 
“And when he had called unto him 
his twelve disciples.’ This is anoth- 
er time in the New Testament 
writings when Jesus Christ called 
about Him His followers, His work- 
ers. This is another example of 
Christ’s teaching His disciples. He 
called them to Him and taught 
them privately. In verse one Christ 
gave them; in verse five He com- 
manded them; and in verse six He 
sent them. He told the disciples 
what to do, where to go, what mes- 
sage to utter, and in what spirit to 
utter it. This, as I see it from the 
Bible, is a preparation for the en- 
largement and the expansion of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. Luke said 
concerning the seventy “... and 
sent them two and two before his 
face into every city and place, 
whither he himself would come.” 


HE CALLED THEM TO HIM 


He had called them to come “aft- 
er” Him before. Now He calls them 
to come “to” Him. When you care-

fully read the Gospels, you find 
that Christ does not persuade—He 
calls. In our lesson text Christ does 
not argue, HE COMMANDS. Keep 
in mind that they were called to- 
gether. They were prepared by their 
leader to perform the task before 
them. My friends, what I would 
have you to remember in my mes- 
sage is that Christ Jesus called His 
disciples to Him, preparing them 
for an invasion of various cities 
and homes whither He Himself 
would come. This is a lesson of 
“man employed to bless men.” 
This is a clear example of a few 
sent to call many—some famous, 
some unknown, but all useful. Un- 
doubtedly, this must be the first 
answer to Matthew 9:36-38: “But 
when he saw the multitudes, he 
was moved with compassion on 


them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep 
having no shepherd. Then saith he 
unto his disciples, The harvest truly 
is plenteous, but the labourers are 
few; Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest.” 
When Christ saw the multitude, He 
was moved with compassion. He 
called to Him His disciples, and 
gave them instructions, command- 
ments, and promises. 


PREPARATION ‘* 


If I entered your home and 
found suitcases packed and picnic 
lunches prepared, I would possibly 
say you are “getting ready for a 
vacation.” If I saw outside your 
house ladders with paint buckets 
and paint brushes on them, I would 











have a right to say you are “plan- 
ning to paint your house.” If I 
approached a lot where you were 
digging foundations and on that 
lot were a cement mixer, block, and 
brick, I would immediately say 
someone is “getting ready to build 
a house.” 

This is a day of preparation. Our 
defense program is at an all-time 
high during peace times. Prepa- 
ration for the greatest air travel 
is on the planning board, in blue- 
prints, and in factories. Many 
cities across the United States are 
building or preparing to build the 
largest airports ever in their his- 
tory. America is getting ready to 
build the greatest network of high 
ways, expressways, and freeways 
ever built in the United States. My 
Christian friends, do you feel that 
our churches have kept pace with 
this day of preparation, and espe- 
cially for revival services? 


PREPARATION BEFORE THE 
BLESSING 

The Bible gives us many exam- 
ples of preparation before the 
blessing. In 2 Kings 4:1-3 we have 
a description of the deplorable 
condition of a certain woman 
whose God-fearing husband had 
passed away, and whose two sons 
the creditor had come to take, be- 
cause she and her sons could not 
pay their debt. When Elisha asked 
her what she had in the house, 
she said, “Thine handmaid hath 
not any thing in the house, save 
a pot of oil.” Then he said, “Go, 
borrow thee vessels abroad of all 
thy neighbors, even empty vessels; 
borrow not a few.” She obeyed the 
man of God by sending for ves- 
sels. It is my opinion that they 
borrowed large vessels, small ves- 
sels, tall vessels, thin vessels, heavy 
vessels, light vessels; the man of 
God had said, “Borrow not a few.” 
And when they were in the house 
after they returned with the bor- 
rowed vessels, they began to pour 
the oil as the man of God said. 
There was enough oil to pay the 
debt, but they would have no oil 
without borrowing the vessels. If 
we plan a successful revival in our 
churches, we must make necessary 
preparation for that revival and be 
willing and obedient. 
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The fifth chapter of 2 Kings de- 
scribes a man who had the disease 
of a leper. To prepare for his heal- 
ing, he was instructed to dip in 
the Jordan River seven times. He 
was told by Elisha, “Go and wash 
in Jordan seven times, and thy 
flesh shall come again to thee and 
thou shalt be clean.’ There was no 
healing without the proper prepa- 
ration of dipping seven times in the 
River Jordan! 

The eleventh chapter of John de- 
scribes a sad story of two sisters, 
walking with Jesus to the place 
of the burial of their brother. Be- 
fore the wonderful reality of the 
resurrection of their brother they 
were told in verse 39, “Take ye 
away the stone.” He seemed to say, 
“No resurrection until the stone is 
rolled away.” 


CAREFUL PREPARATION IS 
NECESSARY 


How do we plan our revivals? 
Are they announced spasmodical- 
ly? Do we as ministers, because on 
Sunday night we have a success- 
ful evangelistic service, announce 
that a revival begins tomorrow 
night and you are invited to come? 
Is the saving of souls a serious 
business to us? Is it more serious 
than preparing to build a house? 
Is it more serious than preparing 
to go on a vacation? I’m asking 
you, do we really get ready for re- 
vival? 


HOW MUCH PREPARATION DO 
WE MAKE FOR OUR REVIVALS? 


Do we plan our meetings far 
enough in advance to make all 
necessary preparations? Do we an- 
nounce them far enough in ad- 
vance to give thought to necessary 
methods of preparation? Do we an- 
nounce a revival far enough in the 
future to have time to call our 
church members together to make 
necessary plans and to properly or- 
ganize the various groups, such as 
prayer groups, personal workers, a 
visitation committee, an advertising 
committee, musicians, and special 
singers? In preparing and planning 
a revival, do we call all officers 
and officials of our churches to- 
gether, including Sunday School 
teachers and workers, youth lead- 
ers, Ladies’ Willing Workers’ 


Bands? Do we plan prayer and 
fasting before the revival, or during 
the revival? Do we set up visita- 
tion programs whereby those who 
should be in our congregation will 
be visited by groups of personal 
workers from our church services? 
Do we have Bible-reading groups, 
who memorize Scripture and pre- 
pare themselves to win souls in 
church and at the altar service, as 
well as in the visitation program; 
who know their Bible and under- 
stand when to use it, and where 
to use it? 

Do we set up an advertising com- 
mittee with a qualified person as 
chairman, who will be responsible 
for all announcements concerning 
the revival and for making the pic- 
ture of the evangelist available to 
the newspaper? Does the committee 
take advantage of radio stations 
which invite the announcement of 
revival services and church activi- 
ties? 

Do we prepare ourselves for re- 
vivals by instructing Sunday School 
teachers that each unsaved person 
in their Sunday School classes 
should be saved during this revival 
effort? Is it made a serious busi- 
ness, or do we have a revival be- 
cause it is the pattern or policy 
to have a revival about every three, 
four, or five months—or at least 
have two revivals a year? Do we 
set our goal for the lost; do we go 
out after them and bring them in? 
In preparing for revival do we set 
our goal for a number that we 
want God to give us during these 
revival services; do personal work- 
ers work at this diligently, con- 
sistently, and practically? 


There must be a burden for souls. 
Psalm 126:5: “They that sow in 
tears shall reap in joy.” This bur- 
den for souls must possess us and 
drive us to tears. Do our personal 
workers, when they visit a person 
once, feel relieved and say, “Thank 
God, I did my best; I have visited 
that person one time”? When I 
think of visitation, I am remind- 
ed of Dr. Chambers who visited a 
dying infidel at Glasgow twenty- 
one times and was refused admis- 
sion every time; but at the twenty- 
second visit the infidel invited him 
in. He wanted to see the man who

Characteristics of a Pentecostal Revival

“And when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, .. .” Acts 2:1. 


PENTECOSTAL REVIVAL 

A is a Book of Acts revival, 

or a Holy Spirit revival. It 

is usually characterized by the 

same mighty manifestations found 

in the apostolic church. A brief 

summation of these manifestations 

might be a revival of prayer, pow- 
er, and progress. 


A REVIVAL OF PRAYER 

Notice with me some PRAYING 
PATRIARCHS. Time after time in- 
dividuals of the Old Covenant did 
great exploits after prayer. Enoch 
walked with God in prayer until he 
literally stepped inside heaven. 
Abraham bargained with God in 
prayer until the twin cities would 
have been saved if ten righteous 
people could have been found. Ja- 
cob wrestled with God in prayer 
until he became a powerful prince 
with God and man. Moses chal- 
lenged God in prayer until God for- 
gave Israel instead of destroying 
her. Samson pleaded with God in 
prayer until he was able to pull the 
Temple of Diana apart at the 
seams. The Old Testament is filled 
with examples of power being pur- 
chased with prayer. 

Notice with me some PRAYER- 
FUL PASSAGES. With this as a 
background, in even anticipating 
Pentecost, Jesus said, “I will PRAY 
the Father and He shall give you 
another Comforter.” When He com- 
manded His followers to go to the 
Upper Room and await the coming 
Comforter, He said, “TARRY ye in 
the city of Jerusalem until ye be 
endued with power from on high.” 
Luke’s record of the event tells us, 
“These all continued with one ac- 
cord in PRAYER.”

PENTECOSTALS. It happened! 
Pentecost came! The 120 were filled 
with the Holy Spirit and became 
earthly dynamos of heavenly pow- 
er. They were ready for anything. 
Their challenge was to evangelize 
the world and it seemed nothing 
could stop them. This early church, 
however, realized heavenly help 
comes only in response to fervent 
prayer. They knew Pentecost also 
was born in an attitude and at- 
mosphere of prayer and must re- 
main in such to survive. Ramble 
with me through the Book of Acts 
as the apostles constantly come 
back to their source of strength 
and power. In the second chapter 
we are told “they continued stead- 
fastly in PRAYERS.” In the third 
chapter Peter and John went up to 
the temple at the “HOUR OF 
PRAYER.” In the fourth chapter, 
after imprisonment and trial, they 
“PRAYED” until the _ building 
shook. As the church grew, in the 
sixth chapter we are told men 


were chosen to care for the busi- 
ness so the ministers could give 
themselves “CONTINUALLY TO 
PRAYER.” In the seventh chapter 
they stoned Stephen as he was 
“CALLING ON GOD.” In the ninth 
chapter Ananias was told to go to 
Saul for “behold he PRAYETH.” In 
the tenth chapter we are told 
Cornelius “PRAYED TO GOD AL- 
WAY.” In the twelfth chapter we 
are told about Peter’s being in 
prison, but “PRAYER WAS MADE 
WITHOUT CEASING of the church 
unto God for him.” Again and 
again we are told how their spirit- 
ual power was obtained and sus- 
tained through prayer. 

Notice with me some PRAYING 
PEOPLE. For these people, prayer 
has divided seas, rolled up flow- 
ing rivers, caused flinty rocks to 
gush forth into gurgling fountains, 
quenched flames of fire, muzzled 
lions, disarmed vipers, marshalled 
the stars against the wicked, 
stopped the course of the moon, 
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arrested the rapid sun in its great 
race, burst open iron gates, re- 


called souls from eternity, con- 
quered the strongest devils and 
commanded legions of angels to 
come down from heaven. Prayer 
has always been and always will 
be the source of strength to the 
Christian and the source of power 
to the Pentecostal revival. 


A REVIVAL OF PRAYER 


Pentecostal revival is usually 
characterized by POWERFUL 
PREACHERS. Oral Roberts met in 
closed session with the executive 
editors of Reader’s Digest, Ameri- 
ca’s most circulated magazine. 
They assured him they would 
print nothing that would hurt him. 
Mr. Roberts’ reply was, “Gentlemen, 
you can’t hurt me. The only thing 
that can hurt me is to lose the 
anointing of God from my life.” 
How true this is. Listen to Jesus 
as He reads in the synagogue, “The 
spirit of the Lord is upon me be- 
cause he hath anointed me to 
preach.” The founders of the early 
Church were anointed and power- 
ful men. There was power in their 
WORDS. Listen to the Apostle 
Peter as he speaks the word and 
Ananias and Sapphira fall dead. 
Listen to the Apostle Paul as he 
speaks the word and Bar-jesus is 
smitten blind for a season. Listen 
to this same apostle as he speaks 
the word and the demon comes out 
of the soothsaying damsel at Phil- 
ippi. There was power in their 
HANDS. The Apostle Peter shook 
hands with the lame man at the 
Beautiful gate and he was in- 
stantly healed. Peter and John laid 
their hands on the Samaritans and 
they received the Holy Spirit. The 
Apostle Paul laid his hands on dis- 
ciples and imparted spiritual gifts 
to them. There was power in their 
CLOTHES. Aprons and handker- 
chiefs went out from the body of 
the Apostle Paul and healed the 
people. There was power in their 
SHADOW. The people of Jerusalem 
placed their sick on beds and 
couches in the street so the shad- 
ow of the Apostle Peter might fall 
on them and heal them. The 
anointing and consequent spiritual 
power of these apostolic trail- 
blazers made them influential 
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giants among the masses, inso- 
much that at some places the peo- 
ple thought they were gods. Yes, 
early Pentecost was characterized 
by powerful preachers. 

Pentecostal revival is also char- 
acterized by POWERFUL PREACH- 
ING. Pentecostal preachers can use 
anything for a pulpit and build a 
congregation. John the _ baptizer 
used the muddy bank of the Jor- 
dan river for a pulpit and con- 
verted all the land of Judaea. Je- 
sus used the broken-down well of 
Sychar, the side of a mountain 
and the deck of a ship as pulpits 
from which to thunder forth the 
gospel. The Apostle Peter used the 
porch of Solomon’s Temple as a 
pulpit to convince thousands of 
their need for God. Philip, the 
evangelist, used the seat of a chari- 
ot for a pulpit to convert the over- 
seeing treasurer of all Ethiopia’s 
wealth. 


The reason for this is such 
power-packed preaching. Listen to 
the Apostle Paul as he says, “My 
speech and my preaching was not 
with enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom, but in demonstration of the 
spirit and of power.” The Apostle 
Peter preached at Pentecost until 
the multitude cried, “Men and 
brethren, what shall we do?” Phil- 
ip preached at Samaria until the 
whole city was filled with joy. Peter 
preached at Cornelius’ house until 
the Holy Spirit fell upon and filled 
his whole audience. Paul preached 
at court until Festus cried, “Thou 
art beside thyself; much learn- 
ing hath made thee mad.” King 
Agrippa sobbed, “Almost thou per- 
suadest me to be a Christian.” 

This kind of preaching was ac- 
companied with Pentecostal power. 
The results were outstanding. The 
first result was conviction. The 
multitude stopped Peter’s message 
at Pentecost to find out how to be 
saved. The high priest and Sad- 
ducees were cut to the heart as 
Peter preached to them. The Li- 
bertines, Cyrenians, and Alexan- 
drians were so disturbed at Ste- 
phen’s preaching that they gnashed 
on him with their teeth. Felix and 
Drusilla were so moved as Paul rea- 
soned of righteousness, temperance, 
and judgment to come, that Felix 
trembled and said, “Go thy way 


for this time; when I have a con- 
venient season, I will call for thee.” 
Yes, these preachers preached un- 
til the people could see the warn- 
ing angels roaming the streets of 
Sodom, the ghostly handwriting on 
Belshazzar’s wall and the terrifying 
spectre in the dream of Eliphaz. 


The second result was salvation. 
On the day of Pentecost about 
3,000 souls were saved. In the 
fourth chapter of Acts is the rec- 
ord of 5,000 men being saved. In 
the sixth chapter of Acts we are 
told that the number of disciples 
multiplied greatly. 


The third result was water bap- 
tism. In the second chapter of Acts, 
Peter told the multitude to be bap- 
tized. Watch Philip as he stops by 
the roadside and baptizes the 
eunuch, in the eighth chapter. 
Watch Ananias baptize Saul, who 
became the Apostle Paul, in chap- 
ter nine. Listen to Peter command 
the household of Cornelius to be 
baptized, in chapter ten. Behold 
Paul as he baptizes the Philippian 
jailer and his household at the 
midnight hour, in the sixteenth 
chapter. Look again, as Paul bap- 
tizes the twelve Ephesian disciples, 
in the nineteenth chapter. They 
baptized them as quickly as they 
were converted. 


The fourth result was the Holy 
Spirit baptism. On the day of Pen- 
tecost 120 waiting believers were 
gloriously filled with the Holy 
Spirit. The city of Samaria re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit baptism by 
the laying on of Peter’s and John’s 
hands. Cornelius’ household was 
gloriously filled with the Holy Spir- 
it while Peter yet preached. Paul 
laid his hands on the Ephesian dis- 
ciples and they spake with tongues 
and prophesied. 

The fifth result was miraculous 
healings. Peter and John brought 
miraculous deliverance to the lame 
man at the Beautiful gate. The city 
of Samaria was stirred at the mi- 
raculous healings at the hands of 
Philip. 

The sixth result was the casting 
out of demons. Philip cast them out 
at Samaria. Paul cast them out of 
the soothsaying damsel at Philippi. 


The seventh result was the giving

Arkansas honored with first Evangelism Conference sponsored by the 
National Evangelism Committee

E NEED A revival! We 
VW) v= a revival! We must 
have a revival! How can 


we have a revival? Where are our 
shortcomings? What can we do to 
have a revival? How can we keep 
our converts? These are the cries 
and questions of our ministers and 
laity alike throughout the land. 
An eager congregation, consist- 
ing of ministers, members, and 
friends from the churches in Ark- 
ansas, along with visitors from 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
and Texas, was assembled at the 
Forrest City Church with a hunger 
to learn how to become more ef- 
fective soul-winners for the Lord 
Jesus Christ. This was to be a dif- 
ferent type of conference from any 
that had been previously conduct- 
ed in this manner and light. The 
task at hand was to teach, in- 
spire, learn, and put in action the 
necessary methods vital to soul- 
winning and soul conservation. 


Monday night—September 28 

The presence of our gracious 
heavenly Father was near as Rev. 
Ray Hughes, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Evangelism Committee, read 
the opening Scripture from Ne- 
hemiah 9. 

Rev. Luther Turner led in prayer, 
after which a very inspiring ser- 
mon was delivered by our General 
Secretary and Treasurer, Rev. A. 
M. Phillips. His subject was “Get- 
ting Ready for a Revival.” His text 


eS was taken from 2 Kings 4. He 


showed the need of preparing for 
a revival by fasting before the 
revival begins, so that during the 
revival one would have strength to 
pray and work to win the lost. He 
impressed upon the listeners that 
it is necessary to ask God to give 
you someone specifically. 

There should be a revival in the 
Sunday School with each of the 
teachers assuming the _ responsi- 
bility of winning the students in 
their respective classes for the 
Lord.

by praying and consecrating your- 
self to God until you are ready to 
0. 


In 2 Kings 4, the woman was 
willing to hear the man of God 
and willing to obey his words for 
she had two sons who were about 
to be taken as bondmen. It was 
necessary for her to do personal 
visitation in order to secure the 
necessary number of empty vessels 
which were later to be filled with 
oil and sold in order to save her 
sons. A revival requires everyone’s 
doing his part, the minister and 
laity alike, in personally contact- 
ing those who are unsaved. It is 
extremely important that the re- 
vival preparation begin in the homc.

Tuesday morning—September 29 


A very proper song, “Revive Us 
Again,” opened the first day’s pro- 
gram of the conference. It was fol- 
lowed with the reading of the 
126th Psalm, which in part states, 
“They that sow in tears shall reap 
in joy. He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing | precious seed, 
shall doubtless come again with re- 
joicing, bringing his sheaves with 
him.” 


Rev. Luther Turner gave some 
testimonies of great revivals. He 
especially pointed to the great re- 
vival in Wales which came about 
because someone sought the face

of God. The result of this revival 
was that over one hundred thou- 
sand souls were saved. 

“Caring for the Evangelist: Fi- 
nancing and Housing” was a sub- 
ject ably handled by Rev. Ray 
Hughes. One of his forceful state- 
ments was, “We need to elevate the 
position of an evangelist to its 
proper place. It is one of the high- 
est ranks of the ministry in the 
church.” 

A vital need, “Local Church 
Training Program for Personal 
Workers,” was efficiently given by 
Rev. Doyle Stanfield. First, organi- 
zation and program are needed 
for winning those who are lost. A 
suggested plan for organization in- 
cludes home evangelism, visitation 
evangelism, personal evangelism, 
inward thrust (consecration), and 
upward thrust (looking to God). 
He further gave instructions on 
how to organize, as well as 
information on invading the field 
and what to do in meetings after 
organization has been effect- 
ed. “CHRIST SAYS TO EVERY 
LOST SINNER, ‘COME’; AND TO 
EVERY REDEEMED SINNER, ‘GO.’” 


Tuesday Afternoon—September 29 


One of the important phases of 
the program was entitled “How 
to conduct the evangelistic service.” 
This portion of the program was 
divided into three parts. The first 
area was, “Atmosphere, Devotions, 
and Music,” covered by the writer. 

The second part of this subject 
was “The Message for an Evan- 
gelistic Service,” presented by Rev. 
Brady Dennis, State Overseer of 
Arkansas. 

He stated that too often the 
evangelistic service has been con- 
fined to Sunday night’s service, 
which narrows the church’s time 
for reaching and winning the lost 
to Christ to one service in seven 
days. It should be our aim to bring 
the gospel to man, and man to the 
gospel, each day of the week. The 
message must be the Word of God. 

The third portion of this subject 
was “Evangelistic Invitations and 
the Altar Service” by Rev. A. M. 
Phillips. During his discourse, he 
made his hearers to see that this 
was one of the most vital parts of 
the evangelistic service. One who is 
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unsaved may enter the church, en- 
joy the devotions, and hear the 
message, but it is extremely im- 
portant that the proper technique 
is used in persuading the sinner to 
accept Jesus Christ as his Saviour. 
Unless the altar invitation is 
handled properly, it could mean 
the difference between spiritual 
life or death for a soul. It could 
also mean the difference between 
success or failure for the entire 


Wednesday Morning—September 30 


It has been said that, “We are 
what we read.” Book reviews on 
Finney Lectures, Power Through 
Prayer, and Passion for Souls were 
given by Rev. Luther Turner, Rev. 
A. M. Phillips and Rev. Doyle Stan- 
field respectively. During the con- 
ference an opportunity was given to 
purchase books which will be of 
untold value to our ministers and 
laity. 
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evangelistic service, even though 
great amounts of time, money, and 
effort were put forth to make it a 
success. 


Tuesday Night—September 29 


The speaker of the hour was Rev. 
Luther Turner. His splendid mes- 
sage was entitled, “Characteristics 
of a Pentecostal Revival.” He read 
from the second chapter of Acts. 
He stated that Pentecost was born 
in an attitude of prayer and we 
must stay that way if we are to 


have a_ Pentecostal revival—a 
revival of prayer, power, and 
progress. 


Class sessions dealt with very 
important subjects. “Dealing with 
the Lost” by Rev. A. M. Phillips 
emphasized the requirements for 
soul-winning, namely that the 
worker must be a genuine Christian, 
have a burden for the lost, be in- 
terested in everyone, be sincere in 
the work and have a desire to see 
souls saved, be a man of prayer 
and Spirit-filled. 

Lecturing on the _ subject of 
“Literature Evangelism” was Rev. 
Doyle Stanfield. He showed the ef- 
fectiveness of distributing tracts. 
Because one escaped prisoner 
found a tract, he was saved as 





r 





well as 32 other convicts. He stated 
that almost every foreign mission 
field that has been opened was 
preceded by gospel tracts. 


“Revival Publicity” by Rev. Luth- 
er Turner dealt with advertising 
means, advertising methods, adver- 
tising media and _ advertising 
musts In order to win the lost to 
Christ, it is mandatory that we ad- 
vertise. Horace F. Dean, President 
of “Christ for America,” says that 


billboards, street banners, bro- 
chures and  handbills, bumper 
stickers, lapel buttons or ribbons, 
door knob hangers, restaurant 
folders, letters, post cards, ticket 
invitations, church bulletins, mo- 
bile units, and sound or public ad- 
dress systems. " 


The subject of the lecture by 
Rev. Ray H. Hughes was “Counsel- 
ing New Converts.” The main 
points of his discourse included 
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as much as 30 per cent of their 
total revival budget goes into pub- 


licity. 
Brother Turner went into the 
various phases of advertising 


means and showed the necessity 
for advertising. He stated that ad- 
vertising is Biblical. “I will publish 
the name of the Lord” (Deuteron- 
omy 32:3); “And it was noised that 
he was in the house” (Mark 2:1); 
“Now when this was noised abroad, 
the multitude came together” (Acts 
2:6). 

Some of the general advertising 
media include telephone toilers; 
visitation and canvassing, posters, 


preparation of counseling, counsel- 
ing in the decision, and counseling 
after the decision. 

Planning for this should begin 
weeks and even months before the 
actual evangelistic campaign 
starts. Counselors must be selected 
and trained. 

The first few weeks after a per- 
son is converted is the most crucial 
period of his Christian experience. 
During this time every church 
should have an orientation pro- 
gram to help the new convert 
understand his new-found exper- 
ience. 

The counseling of new converts 


is one of the most important needs 
of our church today. Many people 
who have fallen by the wayside 
and who no longer follow after the 
Lord Jesus could have been saved, 
if there had been someone who 
would have counseled and helped 
them to solve their problems. 

It is necessary to help the new 
convert to understand his Chris- 
tian responsibilities in daily prayer, 
Bible reading, church attendance, 
stewardship, and church member- 
ship. 

Training new converts is essen- 
tial, as well as helping them to get 
acquainted with new friends. If a 
new convert is to become a strong 
Christian, it is necessary that he be 
trained to become an effective 
soul-winner. This can be brought 
about through his participation in 
missionary activities, tract distribu- 
tion, street meetings, rallies, prayer 
meetings, and visitation. 


Wednesday Afternoon— 
September 30 


After devotions and testimonies of 
new field workers, the last after- 
noon service of the conference 
featured one of the highlights of 
the entire meeting, a debate— 
“Mass Evangelism vs_ Personal 
Evangelism.” Mass evangelism was 
presented by Rev. A. M. Phillips 
and Rev. Brady Dennis; personal 
evangelism was upheld by Rev. 
Luther Turner and Rev. Doyle 
Stanfield. Each team gave their 
points of view with fervor. The de- 
bate was informative, interesting, 
and entertaining. 

The summation of the debate was 
given by Rev. Ray Hughes. He 
stated, “Mass evangelism is com- 
plimented with personal evangel- 
ism.” There are times when per- 
sonal evangelism is the answer; 
there are other times when mass 
evangelism would do the work. The 
participants of the debate, along 
with the congregation, concurred 
that it is necessary for us to have 
both mass and personal evangel- 
ism. 

Following the debate, Rev. Ray 
Hughes gave instructions con- 
cerning the religious survey which 
was to take place in Operation 
Visitation. 

About one and one-half hours 
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were spent in door-to-door visita- 
tion seeking the unchurched. Many 
of the workers were envisioned to 
go afield for the lost. The workers 
participating in the survey pre- 
sented Evangels and The Lighted 
Pathways during their visitation 
campaign. Approximately 600 
homes were contacted and the re- 
sults of this work were gratifying. 
The spirit of visitation caught fire 
and many pastors and laity return- 
ed home to put this program in 
action in their particular localities. 
The results of this visitation pro- 
gram will be felt in the months 
to come in the State of Arkansas, 
as well as in other areas. 


Wednesday Night—September 30 


The closing night of the confer- 
ence was filled with the presence 
and power of God. 

Our General Secretary and 
Treasurer, Rev. A. M. Phillips, 
stated that he had been definitely 
blessed and that he was glad to 
have had a part in this conference. 
He further stated that he believed 
that this was the life-blood of the 
Church of God. 

Opportunity was given to tell of 
some of the contacts made during 
Operation Visitation. In one home 
contacted by a lady visitor, there 
was a blind boy and she had the 
opportunity to pray in this home. 
She was bubbling with joy, know- 
ing that she had been a blessing. 

It was now time for the final 
message of this great Evangelism 
Conference. The message delivered 
by Rev. Ray H. Hughes was entitled 
“Conserving the Fruits of Evan- 
gelism.” He read from Proverbs 12: 
27: “The slothful man roasteth not 
that which he took in hunting: but 
the substance of a diligent man is 
precious.” He stated, “We have 
sported with our ministry; we have 
received our game; but we have 
failed to dress it.” The profitable 
man preserves his game. 

How many are catching fish and 
allowing them to be cast aside? It 
is up to us to conserve and reserve. 
The government has a conserva- 
tion program which is important. 
How much more should we be con- 
cerned about conserving the souls 
of mankind! 

It is thrilling to win the lost to 
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the Lord Jesus, but it is less color- 
ful to conserve and save that con- 
vert. What have we done with 
those who have been converted? 
There is a spiritual leakage because 
of the strain along the highway 
of time simply because we have 
not expended to maintain good 
works. 

A man can raise a crop, but it 
remains in the field to spoil unless 
that crop is harvested. After the 
evangelist mows the wheat down, 
we must gather the wheat into 
the garner. We dare not allow it to 
lay in the field to rot. The spiritual 
mortality rate is high. Fifty per 
cent of the converts won in the 
church are lost to the church. 

The attitude of the church is 
that we have finished the task 
after a soul is saved. This is er- 
roneous, because the responsibility 
of the church begins when one is 
saved in the altar. There is some- 
thing to spiritual growth. “But 
grow in grace, and in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. To him be glory both now 
and for ever. Amen” (2 Peter 3: 
18). 

The drama is the evangelistic 
campaign; the conservation is the 
backstage operation. 

The pastor has a grave respon- 
sibility. It is important for the pas- 
tor to do follow-up work after the 
evangelistic campaign. Jeremiah 
10:21: “For the pastors are be- 
come brutish, and have not sought 
the Lord: therefore they shall not 
prosper, and all their flocks shall 
be scattered.” Jeremiah 3:15: “And 
I will give you pastors according 
to mine heart, which shall feed 
you with knowledge and under- 
standing.” It is the pastor’s obliga- 
tion to God and man to feed the 
flock of God. 

The attitude of the church mem- 
ber many times is that the meet- 
ing is over and now he can rest for 
a while. There is a very selfish at- 
titude on the part of some mem- 
bers that if someone else comes 
into the church that they may get 
their positions. We must have the 
proper attitude toward new con- 
verts. 

Let us bring back into the fold 
those who have strayed from the 
fold of God. “What man of you, 


having an hundred sheep, if he 
lose one of them, doth not leave 
the ninety and nine in the wilder- 
ness, and go after that which is 
lost, until he find it?” (Luke 15: 
4). We will rejoice when the sheep 
are found and are safely back in 
the fold. 

It will mean sacrifice on the part 
of the pastor and members toward 
those who may be less desirable, 
if we will help to establish them 
for God. The reward is great for 
conserving a soul, regardless of 
what walk of life he may come from. 
Pastors will face the judgment and 
give an account of the stewardship 
of souls. There is a way to deal 
with each soul and the proper 
diagnosis should be given before 
action is taken, thereby conserving 
the soul. 

The altar call was given while 
we sang “Rescue the Perishing.” A 
soul came to God, and the ministry 
and laity rejoiced. 


Need and Remedy 


This Evangelism Conference has 
revealed the sad neglect of the 
ministry and laity in regards to 
those who are outside the fold of 
God. With the need so keenly 
felt, the conference has also given 
the remedy and the answer to win- 
ning the lost to the Lord Jesus. This 
awakening will not soon be for- 
gotten. 


Evangelism in Action 


We have been informed that one 
minister’s wife was so moved for 
God by the Evangelism Conference 
that she went back home and 
visited a very sinful family. The 
man was a terrible drunkard. 
Through her efforts and prayers, 
the wife of the drunkard was 
saved. Later, the pastor and an- 
other minister prayed with the 
drunkard and he was gloriously 
saved. This man went to town and 
bought his children some clothes. 
His wife said that it was the first 
time in eight years that he had 
bought clothes for the children. 
They came to church. In this same 
church another soul was saved on 
Sunday night. 

This took place in Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, where we have a newly 


organized church. They are also e 
































enjoying a fine increase in their 
Sunday School attendance. 

This makes one to feel that the 
Evangelism Conference has more 
than paid off.

could be refused twenty-one times 
and still keep coming. Then Dr. 
Chambers had a chance to tell 
the dying man of Him who could 
save. What if he had not continued 
calling! What if he had not been 
yielded to that indwelling One who 
kept him calling! I believe Christ 
would have us prepare and then go 
out for the lost and bring them 
back with us. If the first visit does 
not bring the result, then we 
should go until they come to our 
service and are blessed of God. We 
should be witnesses for Christ 
wherever we are and do our ut- 
most for Him. Sophie, the scrub- 
woman, said, “Some people say 
they saw me talking to a wooden 
Indian outside a store. That might 
be so—I don’t know. My eyesight is 
poor, but that ain’t so bad as be- 
ing a wooden Christian that never 

talks for Jesus at all.” 

In our personal workers’ confer- 
ences when we are preparing for a 
revival, do we instruct our person- 
al workers to memorize the Scrip- 
tures to enable a person to be 
saved? In preparing altar workers, 
do we outline their duties and re- 
sponsibilities, seeking the best of 
those who would help win the lost 
to Christ? Are they placed in the 
congregation during revival serv- 
ices; and when those who need 
prayer raise their hands, do our 
personal workers go to them and 
invite them to go to the altar? Do 
those personal workers know that 
when one goes to the altar, that a 
certain Christian should go and bow 
by his side for prayer? Do we have 
organization to win the lost in our 
church services? Do we prepare our 
altar workers to stay with seekers 
when they come to the altar? 


IS THERE A PATTERN FOR PRE- 
PARING FOR A REVIVAL? 


The Bible is the only book that 
gives us an outline program of 
preparation for revival service, and 
two of the most outstanding chap- 
ters on preparation for soul-saving 
and expanding the cause of God 
are outlined in the chapters that 
we have before us. The only pattern 
we have is our Master-pattern, Je- 


¢ sus Christ, who called to Him dis- 


ciples and gave instructions, com- 
mands, and promises. They obeyed 
and went out with His blessings on 
them to promote this gospel. The 
matter of soul-saving is serious 
enough that Christ died for the 
lost. Every Christian should desire 
God’s Word to be fulfilled in his 
life as described in Jeremiah 23:29: 
“Is not my word like as of fire? 
saith the Lord; and like a ham- 
mer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces?” God grant that we may 
have “. . . the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God” (Ephe- 
sians 6:17). Paul continues in He- 
brews 4:12: “For the word of God 
is quick, and powerful, and sharp- 
er than any twoedged sword, 
piercing even to the dividing asun- 
der of soul and spirit, and of the 
joints and marrow, and is a dis- 
cerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the heart.” 

May God help us to prepare for 
the Holy Ghost fire to burn. Help 
us to plan, pray, and prepare for 
God’s hammer to break the hard 
hearts to pieces in our revivals, be- 
cause God’s infinite mercy has 
melted many a stubborn soul into 
genuine Christianity. 

Revival preparation is necessary 
because “the word of God is quick, 
and powerful,” active or energizing. 
Go after souls in this prepared re- 
vival because you can see this pow- 
er in the conviction of men of sin. 

Remember, “He that winneth 
souls is wise.” Wise preparation 
and wise planning guarantee wise 
and successful building of the Sun- 
day School, youth service, congre- 
gation, and church membership, 
because “He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious seed, 
shall doubtless come again with re- 
joicing bringing his sheaves with 
him.” 

The Holy Spirit urges us to pre- 
pare and expect an outpouring of 
revival spirit in all our churches.

of joy. It was said that one whole 

city was filled with joy. 

Lastly, Pentecostal revival is al- 
ways characterized by a POWER- 
FUL PROVIDENCE. This Provi- 
dence WORKED WITH Pentecostal 


believers. The day of Pentecost was 
highlighted with a rushing mighty 
wind, and cloven, fiery tongues. 
Their prayer meetings were punc- 
tuated by the place’s being shaken 
where they were assembled. Hypo- 
crites fell dead before the congre- 
gation. The angel of the Lord 
opened the doors of the common 
prison by night to set the disciples 
free. The heavens rolled back and 
the Son of God in all His glory 
was revealed to the first Christian 
martyr. The spirit caught up the 
evangelist and transported him 
several miles through the air. A 
blinding light shone from heaven, 
a man fell to the earth, a voice 
from heaven spoke; this man trem- 
bled and rose blindly to follow di- 
rections. A cell lit up supernatural- 
ly, shackles fell to the floor, guards 
became like dead men, iron doors 
popped open and an angel led the 
way as Peter was delivered from 
prison. The earth quaked, the foun- 
dations of the prison shook, all the 
doors swung open, every prisoner’s 
bands were loosed, the jailer tried 
to commit suicide as God delivered 
Paul and Silas. The storm raged, 
the night was black, the badly 
beaten and battered little wooden 
ship groaned and almost broke as 
the huge waves vomited white on 
its soaked decks. The terror-strick- 
en passengers, having abandoned 
hope, expected every moment to be 
the last. All at once a little man 
with sickly countenance cried, “Be 
of good cheer ... for there stood 
by me this night the angel of God 

.. Saying, ‘Fear not.’” Yes, this 
divine Providence worked with the 
believers. 


This divine Providence also 
WORKED IN Pentecostal believers. 
The 120 in the Upper Room were 
filled with the Holy Spirit baptism. 
Such joy ...such love ... such 
peace . Such power the world 
had never known. Joel had pro- 
phesied they would become dream- 
ers and visionaries. Watch Peter 
fall into a trance on the housetop 
at the sixth hour. He sees a cer- 
tain vessel like a great four-cor- 
nered sheet filled with strange 
creatures descending upon him. 
Look through Paul’s eyes as a vi- 
sion in the night reveals a Mace- 
donian begging for help. At Anti- 
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och listen as the Holy Ghost speaks 
audibly to the church and tells 
them who to send where. Listen, 
again, as in city after city the 
Holy Spirit witnesses to Paul that 
bonds and afflictions abide him in 
Jerusalem. O yes! this divine Prov- 
idence also worked in and through 
them. 


A REVIVAL OF PROGRESS 


A Pentecostal revival is also a 
revival of progress. Let us notice 
the EARLY CHURCH PROGRESS. 
Watch them grow ...120 ... 
3,120 . . . 8,120 . . . multitudes... 
great multitudes ...65,000 the first 
six months ... whole cities 
the world was turned upside down. 
The first century they are un- 
known. The second century they 
are noticed. The third century they 
are fought. The fourth century 
they become the church of state. 

Let us notice the reasons for 
progress. I would list the first rea- 
son as vision. Listen to Paul, be- 
ing tried before King Agrippa, sol- 
emnly declare, “O King Agrippa, I 
was not disobedient unto the heav- 
enly vision.” Yes, with the scene of 
Calvary stamped indelibly on their 
hearts, with the powerful blood of 
Christ hotly surging through their 
veins and arteries, with His chal- 
lenging words still ringing in their 
ears, with the triumph of the 
empty tomb still gleaming in their 
eyes, with the hot fires of Pente- 
cost still burning their very souls, 
these men marched as spiritual 
giants through the pygmies of this 
world. 

I would list the second reason 
as dedication. Listen to Paul as he 
writes to the Corinthians and 
speaks of prisons . . . in deaths oft 
... forty stripes save one 
beaten with rods ...stoned... 
shipwrecked .. . a night and a day 
in the deep ... perils of waters 
... perils of robbers ... perils by 
my own countrymen ... perils by 
the heathen ... perils in the city 
... perils in the wilderness 
perils in the sea... perils among 
false brethren ... weariness and 


painfulness ... hunger and thirst 
... fastings often . cold and 
nakedness ... the care of all the 


churches. Listen to him again as 
he writes to the Romans and says, 
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“I am persuaded that neither death 
... life ... angels ... principal- 
ities ... powers... things pres- 
ent... things to come... height 
... depth ... nor any other crea- 
ture, shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God.” What an 
example of dedication! 

The third reason was consecra- 
tion. The tarrying until Pentecost 
resulted in ten days of fasting and 
prayer. Luke speaks of Cornelius 
“fasting until this hour.” Acts 13 
speaks of the church at Antioch 
ministering to the Lord, and fast- 
ing. Acts 14 says that Paul and 
Barnabas ordained elders in every 
church and prayed and _ fasted. 
Acts 27 speaks of Paul and the 
other passengers of the ship fast- 
ing fourteen days. They conse- 
crated their lives with fasting and 
prayer. 

I believe the fourth reason was 
sacrifice. They sacrificed material- 
ly. Paul, the son of a multimil- 
lionaire, gave his all to the cause. 
Peter, a commercial fisherman, 
gave his all to the cause. They 
sacrificed physically; these men 
never thought of their personal 
comfort. They sacrificed socially; 
the only friendship they counted 
worthwhile was with Jesus. They 
sacrificed mentally; their only 


thoughts were to advance the cause 
of Christ. 
Let us notice the TWENTIETH 








CENTURY PROGRESS. Pentecostal 
revival in our day has grown from 
the recognized beginning in the 
humble Azusa Street mission in 
California to several million all over 
the world. Our world is filled with 
Pentecostal churches that have 
Pentecostal revival flaming high. 
On any Sunday morning I can look 
over my church and see the ef- 
fects of Pentecostal revival. There 
sits the attempted suicide I led to 
Christ. There sits another family 
in which I prevented murder and 
suicide. There sits another family 
whose home was changed from 
common-law convenience to hus- 
band and wife companionship.
